Small pox, one time ns common as 
measles, has almost disappeared. 
Four hundred years ago It swept 
through Mexico taking n toll of 3,500,- 
000 lives. 
Last year Pennsylvania, 
with a population of over 0.000.000, i 
had only two deaths from this disease 
The knowledge that one attack of 
sninll pox afforded a life-time protea- j 
Hon against a second invasion of the i 
disease, ertrly led to the practice of 
Inoculation In the European countries. 
This consisted In the Insertion tinder 
body of 
tlon tak ­ 
en from a pustule of a mild case, in 
the hope that a similar mild attack 
would follow. 
The operation was usu­ 
ally performed with a sharp pointed 
knife, hut as a numtier of persons died 
from the Small pox thus artificially in­

Something more than 190 years ago. i 
Edw ard .Tonner, an English Physician, | 
observed that milk maids as a class 
were particularly free from Small pox.
